Wolfeboro. 


After completing his education, Mr. Smart was associated with his 
father and uncle in the blind business in Center Ossipee for many years. 


During the years Mr. Smart has been active in town affairs and was 
appointed Supervisor of the Checklist here in 1932, a position which he has 
held for 41 years. During this time he also was elected Tax Collector for 
the Town in 1946, a position which he held for four years. In addition he 
has served the town as a Library Trustee for three years. 


In 1949, Mr. Smart was appointed Associate Justice of the Ossipee 
District Court and continued in that position until his retirement on 
November 28, 1973. The photograph above was taken during his last 
session as presiding judge in the Ossipee Court. 


Married in 1927 to the former Beatrice Giles, the couple have one 


daughter, Mrs. Mildred White, seven grandchildren and six great 
grandchildren.

1. He served eighteen months in the infantry and was a recipient of the 
Purple Heart. 


Moving to Center Ossipee with his family in 1926, George soon became 
active in various Fraternal and Community organizations, among one of 
the first being the Harriman-Hale Post of the American Legion. A past 
Commander, he was presented with a life membership in 1971. Thru this 
organization George has been able to partially fulfill his aim in life, which 
has always been a strong desire to help others, many veterans and their 


families can attest to this. 


Other Community activities George has been active in include, 
membership in the Blue Lodge of the Masons, Moderator and a Deacon of 
the First Congregational Church for many years and was recently made 
Honorary Deacon, Selectman of Ossipee, served as Town Constable from 
1958-1962, Deputy Police Officer from 1963 to the present, and has placed 
flags on veterans graves each Memorial Day in Community cemeteries 
since 1938. 

Last, but certainly not the least of Georges many contributions to our 
Community has been his 22 years as Tax Collector. Since 1952 he has 
carried out the, often times difficult, duties of his office while retaining 
the friendship and respect of his townspeople, much to the envy of town 
officials from around the state. Uncollected taxes have been almost non- 


existant in Ossipee.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
Center Ossipee, in said Town of Ossipee on the first 
Tuesday of March, next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon of 
said day to act on the following articles, the polls to remain 
open until six o’clock in the afternoon of said day. 

Article 1. To choose a selectman for three years, 
library trustee for three years, cemetery trustee for three 
years, town clerk, treasurer, tax collector and two 
auditors for one year and all other officers and agents 
required by law to be elected or nominated at the annual 
meeting. 

Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to alter the 
hours during which the Polls shall remain open. 

You are also notified to meet at the Town Hall on the 
first Tuesday of March, next at seven—thirty o’clock in the 
afternoon to act on the following articles. 

Article 3. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the ensuing year the following sums of 
money for the following purposes:

(Recommended by Budget Committee)This is a 
follow—up of Article 12 voted on at the 1973 Town Meeting. 

Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $28,000.00 toward the purchase and erection of a 
new highway equipment garage and to authorize the 
Selectmen to withdraw that sum from the Revenue 
Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State 
and Local Assistance Act of 1972. (Recommended by 
Budget Committee) 

Article 8. Tosee if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $15,000.00 toward site preparation, building 
construction, and sub—contracted services for a new high- 


way equipment garage and to authorize the Selectmen to 
withdraw that sum from the Town Surplus.

REPORT OF THE OSSIPEE DISTRICT COURT 


During the year 1973, for the first time in 5 years, the 
work load of the Ossipee District Court did not sub- 
stantially increase above that of the prior year, averaging 
slightly over 27 cases each week. 


When the next session of the General Court convenes, 
one of the bills to be considered will abolish the Municipal 
and District Courts as we have known them and substitute 
therefor a minor league version of the Superior Court. If 
enacted, there would be 16 fulltime justices who would 
cover the state as circuit riders and at the direction of a 
chief judge, except that the justices of the Manchester and 
Nashua District Courts would remain closer to home base. 


1973 also saw the retirement of Special Justice Edward 
C. Smart after almost a quarter century on the bench, the 
bench ofttimes being his kitchen table in the middle of the 
night or a saw horse at the shutter mill at midday. At one 
of the get-togethers to show appreciation for his service he 
received a savings bond which matures in about 12 years; 
we’re all going to be disappointed if he doesn’t renew the 
bond at that time. 


This Court is a servant of the people and any comments 
which will improve its service will be given due con- 
sideration.

Every effort has been made to keep expenses to a 
minimum; however, the Town is growing and with growth 
the demand for services also increases. The increase in 
the activities of the department should be noted and are 
due, in part by people who.only came summers are now 
coming weekends the rest of the year, and the problem is 
that the demand for services is growing faster than our 
department. To help the situation specials are used when 
needed, and as the population rises to near 25,000 in the 
summer months we had a need for additional help, so we 
applied for and received at no expense to the Town a 
Federal Grant for three Cadets, one was a female who 
worked mostly in the office but did get out and do traffic 
duty on occasions. The two boys worked a regular shift 
with another officer. During the July floods their help was 
above and beyond the hours and pay they received, they 
worked around the clock as did everyone else. It was good 
experience for them and for us as well. I feel that the help 
received from all walks of life and working together is 
what kept the flood situation free from deaths and serious 
injuries. 


Again this year I am indebted to the Recreation 
department for their support of the youth of the Town. Last 
year the Police Department sponsored a trophy for the 
Most Valuable Player in the Soft Ball League, and hopes to 
be able to continue again this year. 


We have had many occasions to work with the State, 


County, local Police and Fire Departments throughout the 
year and all have been most cooperative. 
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It has been a distinct pleasure serving as your Chief of 
Police this past year and with your continual support I look 
forward to other years of service to the Town of Ossipee.

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REPORT OF THE OSSIBEE PLANNING BOARD 


During the past year 22 plans were submitted to the 
Ossipee Planning Board as compared to 14 in the previous 
year. As well as an increase in the number of new sub- 
divisions in the Town of Ossipee, there has been an in- 
crease in the size of the proposed subdivisions, the largest 
to date involving a 270-acre tract of land. 


With this increased development, many of the towns- 
people attending the hearings as abutters to the various 
proposed subdivisions have expressed concerns regarding 
certain aspects such as lot size and soil suitability. In 
order to dtermine what the townspeople feel may be 
needed in terms of future regulation of land usage, the 
Ossipee Planning Board is in the process of developing a 
questionnaire for distribution within the town. It is hoped 
that everyone will take the time to answer the questions 
thereon so that the information gained from them can 
serve as a basis for future planning. 


The Board meets the first and third Tuesdays of each 
month and anyone who has any questions regarding 
subdivision regulations is welcome to meet with the board 
at these times.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is 
represented in every town, city or unorganized place in 
our state by the forest fire warden. Anyone wishing to 
kindle an outside fire when the ground is not covered with 
snow must first obtain the written permission of the fire 
warden. Except for cooking fires, no fire can be kindled 
between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. unless it is a commercial 
or industrial burn or it is raining. The fire warden is 
assisted in his work by the District Forest Fire Chief who 
works for the Department of Resources and Economic 
Development Forest Fire Service. 

Fire prevention was, again this year, the most im- 
portant part of the Forest Fire Warden’s job. Fire 
statistics show the need with 72 percent of the fires caused 
by smoking, debris burning and children. Smokey the 
Bear is an important prevention tool but he still needs 
much help from the public. Parents should warn their 
children of the hazards of playing with matches. Children 
tend to forget that a lighted match held in their hand is a 
potential forest fire.
